He . also described the historical 
links between the Sudan and Egypt 
ond accused Britain,\“through pro- 
paganda and strong orm: methods", 
of trying to silence. the.mass of the 
Sudonese people: “who _demond that 
thelr unity with ‘the ‘Egyptians: be. 


preserved”. 

“Who aro -the British to foree 
themselves and their ideas on the 
Sudon?", he cried. “To the 
Sudanese, they are, complete forelg- 
ners, They. seck to impose an out- 
sider's will’s 

Nokrashy Pasha concluded: “The 
whole world Is now aware of the 
dangers to peace and security which 
are Inherent in the situation in the 
Middle East. The Arab League has 
become a great stabilising factor in 
cur part of the world. Yet Egypt 
docs not have to look far to find 
clouds gathering on the ' horizon. 
Can we be blamed because at suc 
a time we insist that we must be 
masters in our-own house?”

Dealing with the Egyptian claim 
that the 1936 trenty wos inconsistent 
with the United Nations Charter, Sir 
Alexander said that ‘the recent 
General Assembly made tt clear that 
the presence of troops docr not neces-~ 
sarily make any treaty inconsistent 
with the Charter, Egypt claimed she 
wsa not free when she concluded the 
1936 treaty. But between 1922 and 
3036, Egypt rejected four times-pro- 
posals for a treaty. : : 

S'r'Alexander Cadogan quoted 
prominent Egyptian’ statesmen at the 
time the treaty was concluded, alt of 
whom declared that the treaty wis 
not inconsistent with Egyptian in- 
dependence and that dt respcc'ed. the 
principle of equality.
